Robert J. Waldron, 21, of Traverse 
City, drive® for the Coca-cola Co. of 
Traverse City, was fatally burned 
Monday morning when he was pinned 
under his truck in an accident five 
miles south of Charlevoix on US81. 

Mark Boersma of Cadillac, driver 
of a truck which was following the 
vehicle driven by Waldron, said the 
oecurred on a_ straight 
stretch of road. Boersma _ reported 
to sheriff’s office that Waldron’s 
truck left the highway, crashed 
through some trees and overturned, 


immediately catching fire. Boersma }: 


tried to free Waldron from the blaz- 
ing vehicle, then notified Mederick 
Waffle, who lives nearby, who sum- 
moned the Charlevoix fire depart- 
ment and sherriff’s officers. 


Waldron was born in Traverse 
City on Dec. 18, 1925 and was gradu- 
ated from Traverse City High. school 
in 1944, He participated in 25° mis- 


sions over Japan as.a gunner on al 


B29 and was discharged from the: 
army airforce in 1945. He was to 
have been married next month. 

Surviving are his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Amos Waldron; a brother, Rich- 
ard anda sister, Marjorie, at home; 
his grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. James 
Waldron and Nels Oleson, all of 
Traverse City, and a great-grand- 
mother, Mrs. Amelia Goffer of Calif- 
ornia.

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Largest Single Cable 
Installation In 
Michigan Bell History 


One of the Michigan Bell Tele- 
phone company’s most ingenious de- 
vices for constructing long-distance 
lines an 80-ton, giant “cable train” 
is rooting its way from Big Rapids to 
Petoskey 130 miles away and slipp- 
ing two large cables into the ground’ 
as it lumbers along. Bruce 

The project, largest single cable 
installation in Michigan Bell history, 
will cost the company $38,655,000 by. 
vhe time it is finished next year. 
-lowever, it will greatly expand the 
-elephone facilities linking lumbering, 
mining, and resort areas of the state 
with Detroit, Grand Rapids, and Chi- 
cago. . 

Single cable matching in size the 
yresent toll cable between Grand 
aapids and Big Rapids will be instal- 
ied between those two cities. Then 
double-capacity lines will be avail- 
able all the way from the Upper Pen- 
insula to major toll centers of South- 
etn Michigan. a 

Lhe Upper Peninsula will connect 
with the new cables through an ex- 
isting submarine cable crossing the 
straits at St. Ignace and and continu- 
ing as aerial cable to Petoskey. 

Buried below the frost line, the 
cables will provide storm-proof long- 
distance service. The present open- 
wire leads, which sometimes are 
broken by falling trees and heavy 
loads of ice, will be dismantled. 

A large, central section of the twin- _ 
cables between Big Rapids and Char- 
levoix probably will carry its first 
telephone conversation in December 
of this year. By the middle of next 
year, the remainder of the cables will 
have been completed to Petoskey 
Traverse City, and Grand Rapids. 

Branch cables on poles will go into 
Leroy, Tustin, Manton, Fife Lake, — 
Williamsburg, Alden, Bellaire, Cen- 
tral Lake, and Ellsworth. 

Initially, the cables will provide 
about 850 channels for telephone 
messages. This number can be in- 
creased several times through use of 
“carrier equipment” if future de- 
mands warrant. 

Michigan Bell construction crews 
have cleared a 16-foot right-of-way 
across the countryside in preparation 
for the actual cable installation. The 


cable train which buries the cables 


down the center of the right-of-way © 
consists of eight main units. The un- 
its include four caterpillar tractors, 
“rooter,” burying plow, cable reels, 
bulldozer, 

As the train pushes its way through 
woods, swamps, and fields, it pulls 
the rooter extending three and a 
half feet into the ground. The rooter 
can exert a pressure of five tons as 
it smashes its way though. thick roots 
and pushes rocks out of the way. 

The plow, which follows the rooter, 
has a hole in its tip. Into this opening 


the two cables are threaded and pul- 


led through as the train moves for-_ 
ward. A bulldozer brings up the rear 
and pushes dirt thrown up -by. the 
plow back into the trench. 
Approximately 130 small buildings 
will be built at regular intervals a- 
long the route of the cable to. house 
“repeater” equipment. This apparat- 
us boosts telephone voice currents 
reduced to a whisper by resistance of 
wire in the cables, :

. Judge T. W. Davidson ruled that

i legal, consistent and proper and 
‘that the Oil Workers International 
-union (CIO) had not complied with 
: the law, hence did not have. recourse 
to the national labor relations board. 

The test casé, which “all unions 
were watching closely,, came up 
-when a regional NLRB director re- 
fused to count ballots in an election 
‘of workers at Wichita Falls, Tex., 
because, as court evidence later dis- 
.closed, the union had not made a 
non-Communist declaration to the 
NLRB.’ . . 

Phillip Murray’s CIO chose to at- 
tack the Taft-Hartley law through 
the non-Communist affidavit provi- 
sions, not because it was afraid to 
make the required declarations, but 
because that particular facet of 
the statute was considered its most 
vulnerable point. 

Many unbiased labor authorities 
agree that those provisions are a 
weakness in the law, more because 
of the adverse public opinion that. 
could be aroused against them than 
because of any imputed unconstitu- 
tionality. 

In the meantime, the CIO could 
almost certainly be counted upon to 
appeal the case to the supreme 
court if necessary. 


COTTON CROP: 
Lift That Bale 


In the midwest, farmers and oth- 
ers were worrying,:and with good 
reason, 
crop, but in the South, cotton grow- 
ers were receiving assurances that 
they probably -would be counting 
quite a few more bales this season 
than they did in 1946, an unusually 
poor year. 

Estimates by the department of 
agriculture put the 1947 cotton crop 
at 11,849,000. bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight. That compared with 
an 11,844,000-bale forecast a month 
earlier. 

Last year’s disappointing crop 
measured only 8,640,000 bales, far 
below the 10-year (1936-1945) aver- 
age of 12,390,000. 


Increased acreage this year ac- | 


counted for much of the increase. 
Last season only 17,639,000 acres 
were harvested, as contrasted with 
21,143,000 this year. 

Condition of the crop on Septem- 
ber 1, the department reported, was 


73 per cent of normal,zcompared} 


with 68 per cent a year ago. More. 
over, the quantity of cotton ginned 


from this year’s crop before Sep- 


tember 1 totaled 647,391. bales, com- 
pared with 532,664 betore the same 
date in 1946,

At the last count, there were 
about 1,200,000 Arabs and 625,000 
Jews living in the Holy Land—a

Arabs would be living in the Jewish 
state, along with 500,000 Jews. In 
the Arab state, the J ewish popula- 
tion would number about 8,009.

Russia Lags 


When Russia and her seven satel- 
lites embargoed the Marshall plan 
for mutual European self-help, U. S.

U. S. government researchers who 
| figured out that western Europe is 
making a quicker postwar recovery 
than is Soviet-dominated eastern

New Cancer Serum Holds Hope for Afflicted 


A new Russian serum, known as 
KR, will be used to treat three 
American cancer victims for the 
first time in this country, ‘the ex- 
periment to begin late in October.

In 1789, the first congress of the 
United States wrote an amendment 


to the constitution in which this pre-" :

Nothing Special 


Despite “ previous muted com- 
ments on the part of some political 
figures to the effect that a special 
session of congress perhaps ought to 
be called before January to deal 
with the rapidly worsening Euro- 
pean situation?

Robert Taft, 
Republican figurehead, slapped an 
effective damper on any such plan- 
ning.

Vet Allowances 


Unemployed veterans of World 
War II and those self-employed 
have been paid more than 2.5 billioh 
dollars in allowances since the fall 
of 1944, according #0 Veterans’ ad- 
ministration. 

However, that enormous sum was 
distributed among only half of the 
nation’s 14.5 million. veterans, the 
other half having received no re- 
adjustment payments of any kind. 


Fewer than eight in every 100 have 1. 


claimed all the allowances to which 
they are entitled under the G.I. bill 
of rights. 

Unemployment payments were 
made to an average of 750,000 vet- 
erans during July, 1947, as com- 
pared with a weekly peak of 1.8 
million during that month in 1946.

Use whole spices for most cooked 
pickles because they keep flavor 
longer, They can be tied in a cloth to 
cook with other ingredients and then 
lifted out before the pickles are pack- 
ed. Spices packed with pickles will 
turn them dark. When using :a spice 
bag, use a clean, thin white cloth 
large enough so juices can circulate 
through the spices and draw out the 
flavor. 

For cooked pickles, use kettles of 
enamelware, aluminum or stainless 
steel. Don’t use copper or galvanized 
containers. Don’t use jars with. zine 
lids or metal lids with  self-sealing 
compounds. :

The tourist season was short 
und the hotels had to meet expenses,

ist contribute needed revenue, etc.? } 


The Michigan season opened this 
year, as usual, about the. Fourth of 
July. State Police and state liquor 
control commission investigators 
promptly made their. check-ups on 


places which opened in other years, 


off and on. No. signs of activity 
could be detected. 
Late in July, however, reports 


spread that gamblers were, opening 
up, quietly of course, to a few select- 
ced customers. Attempts of police 
and investigators to gain entrance 
were not successful. One hotel. re- 
quired credentials that the person 
was from out of state; that he had 
$500 in bills on his person as evid- 
ence that he could afford to lose.

Well, 
State Police and State Liquor Con- 
iYol Commission investigators! 


Gambling has been winked at, un- 
der certain circumstances, by some 
governors of Michigan. We recall 
when we spent a week-end ata 
Michigan resort hotel at which the 
governor was a guest. A friend in- 
vited us to see the hotel casino. We 


had never seen a gambling joint, and. 


being a newspaperman, we accepted 
more out of curiosity than a desire 
to gamble.

Undernourished Suffer 
Fewer Caries Than Well-Fed 


Undernourished persons suffering 
from pellagra, scurvy and other nu- 
tritional deficiency diseases tend to 
have less tooth decay than persons 
who eat average American diets, 
four research scientists reported in 
the Journal of the American Den- 
tal Association. 


The researchers—Drs. Arvin W. |: 


Mann and Samuel Dreizen, den- 
tists, Dr. Tom D. Spies, physician, 
and Floy Martin Hunt, all of Bir- 
mingham, Ala.—made detailed 
studies of dental defects among 124 
patients at Hillman hospital, Bir- 
mingham. The results were com- 
pared with similar studies made of 
a control group of 99 persons who 
exhibited no clinical evidence of 
malnutrition. 


They reported that the group of 


124 persons, all of whom showed 
definite clinical evidence of nutri- 
tional deficiencies, had less than 
one-third the amount of dental 
caries (decay) experience than that 
found in the well-fed group. The 
average number of decayed, miss- 
ing and filled ‘teeth recorded for 
the 124 sufferers of nutritional de- 
ficiency diseases was reported at 
4.54 per persen, compared with an 
average rate of 14.94 for the control 
group. The undernourished were 


much more susceptible to pyorrhea, : 


however. 


“Cooling” Kitchen 

Overly-hot kitchens can be 
“color-cooled’’ by use of the correct 
paint shades, comments a Canadian 
color authority. A cool color com- 
bination which would be attractive 
in the kitchen might have the ceil- 
ing a pale buff with a trace of 
green added, sea green on the 
upper walls and a slightly grayed 
green on the lower walls. The green 
can be grayed by adding a trace 
(just a trace) of red to the paint. 
Another color-cooled kitchen could 
have a ceiling of oyster white, 
upper walls of pale gray, lower 
walls of a ‘slightly deeper gray and 
woodwork of grayed cream. To 
avoid a ‘‘dead”’ 
room, a floor of blue and -gray lino- 
leum, curtains edged in maroon 
and furniture in bright blue with 
maroon trim is recommended.
